The 
IDT will go to Tristan da Cunha (AF-029) and be active as ZD9TT sometime between the 
period of September- October 2015. Their Web page states, 


"The DXpedition will last a total of five weeks, of which two for travel and the 
middle three for operation. The main aim of the DXpedition will be to work the 
greatest possible number of unique calls, thus offering a possibility also to Little 
Pistols and QRP stations. All bands will be activated on CW and SSB, but RTTY 
operations will be confined to the 14 MHz band."
